In the first Agrineer of the 1980’s we are presenting a glimpse of the fine young men and women 
that we expect to emerge from our agricultural engineering program in ever increasing numbers 
throughout the decade. 


Enrollments continue good with 154 undergraduate engineering majors and 20 graduate students. 
The staff devotes a considerable effort toward acquainting high school students with opportunities 
in our profession and appreciates the major role played by the alumni in assisting in many ways in 
this regard. The task is monumental as entrance requirements continue to increase and admission 
quotas fill as much as nine months prior to the beginning of the Fall term. Employment opportuni- 
ties for the 36 graduates of May 1980 appear adequate even in the period of economic uncertainty. 


The composition of the student group is changing in that a significant percentage are transferring 
to the University after completion of two years at a community or other college and more girls are 
enrolled in our classes. Among the 62 students approved for admission in August of 1980 there are 
11 females. 


Launched from the pedestal of being awarded First Place, Division A, of the 1979 FIEI Trophy 
Competition the students have just completed a banner year. The staff takes great pride in the 
academic and extra-curricular recognition afforded to the Agricultural Engineers. In addition to 
the ASAE Student Branch activities, and outstanding participation in Engineering Open House 
and in Ag Day, they provided two Knights of St. Patrick and the Chairman of Engineering Coun- 
cil for 1979-80. 


The Agricultural Engineering Sciences Building project was delayed after receipt of formal bids in 
that they were appreciably over the approximately 8 million dollar budget. An additional ap- 
propriation of 3.3 million dollars has been requested. Pending approval of the additional funding 
and some design alteration it is hopeful that construction will get underway. 


We hope that you will find the 1980 Agrineer interesting and that it brings back fond memories to 
the many alumni and friends of the Department. Notice how quickly your alumni listing has mov- 
ed from the rear toward the middle or front of the compilation! We would appreciate the oppor- 
tunity to visit with you on Campus during the coming year.

A Tribute to H. Paul Bateman 


Harry Paul Bateman received a bachelor’s degree in Agriculture from the University of Illinois in 1932. In 
1934, he was to earn a bachelor’s degree in Agricultural Engineering as a member of the first graduating 
class of the department. A master of science degree was awarded to him in 1948 in the field of Mechanical 
Engineering. 


Since 1936, Professor Bateman’s efforts were devoted primarily to the power and machinery division. 
From then until 1977, he has done extensive research to promote economical and efficient use of 
machinery in agriculture. In that time, Professor Bateman was to submit 66 articles for publication in jour- 
nals, magazines, bulletins and seminars. Twenty-four of these have been completed since his retirement in 
1968. H. Paul Bateman will long be admired for his devotion and hard work. 


Mr. Bateman’s most unique contribution is undoubtedly ‘‘The Bateman Congeniality Award.’’ Professor 
Bateman has long recognized the importance of ‘‘getting along with people.’’ In an effort to encourage this 
trait, the award is given annually to the student voted ‘‘most congenial’’ by his fellow classmates. This 
award, an epitome of Professor Bateman’s concern for the students, is something for which we are deeply 
grateful. 


Professor Bateman’s busy career included membership in many organizations. Being an exceptional stu- 
dent, he belonged to Alpha Zeta, Gamma Sigma Delta, Sigma Tau, and Sigma Xi honor societies. Mr. 
_ Bateman is also a member of the American Society of Agricultural Engineers. 


It is in recognition of his many years hard work, and appreciation of his thoughtfulness, that we dedicate 
the 1980 AGRINEER to Professor Emeritus, Paul Bateman.
